2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe cor- 
rectly the property to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of 
description, genuineness, authenticity or condition of said property. 


3. All bids are to be PER LOT as numbered in the catalogue, unless otherwise 
announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the 
event of any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, 
determine who is the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the 
auctioneer may reoffer and resell the article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or 
which is merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be 
rejected by the auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would 
be likely to affect the sale injuriously.

The 
transcripts of 161 documents are bound in their proper places in relation to the printed text; 
each group (of which there are 38) is preceded by an especially printed title-page and his- 
torical commentary relating to it, together with a main commentary, general title-page and 
detailed catalogue and description of the collection in its entirety. 


The Fort Sutter Papers were the subject of unavailing search for more than half a century. 
Bancroft, whose exhaustive investigations yielded many other priceless treasures, finally 
abandoned hope of their unearthing, and admitted in his volumes that a veil of mystery 
shrouded the events of 1846 and 1847 in the Sacramento Valley and that very little was 
known of affairs at Sutter’s Fort during Kern’s administration as commander there. Accom- 
panying the above is Report of H. R. Leonard, Engineer of the Mokelumne City and Wood- 
bridge Rail-Road, Stockton, 1862.

THE FIRST FINANCIAL RECORD OF SAN FRANCISCO BY AN ELECTED TREASURER, containing over 
200 entries of payments to the settlers of San Francisco before the gold rush, for the first 
survey of the city, construction of streets, filling in the lagoon at the corner of Jackson and 
Montgomery streets, construction of the wharves at the foot of Clay Street and Broadway, 
building the first schoolhouse, etc. All these payments were made by order of the town 
council, and, as usual with such bodies, a number of the entries are to the members of that 
council. Leidesdorff himself received $1,000 for lumber, and rented a room in his City Hotel 
to the Council for $30 a month. William Glover, another member, received several hundred 
dollars for hauling for the streets. B. R. Buckelow, member of the Council in 1848, editor 
of the “Californian”, was paid for printing. 


This council was elected on Sept. 13, 1847 by order of military governor Mason, and was 
composed of Wm. Glover, W. D. M. Howard, W. A. Leidesdorff, E. P. Jones, Robert A. 
Parker, and Wm. S. Clark. Wm. Petet, the first secretary, was succeeded by E. P. Jones, and 
he in turn by W. F. Swasey (author of “View of San Francisco”, 1884). Entries show that 
the clerks received $50 per month. THIS WAS THE EARLIEST OFFICIAL BODY OF SAN FRANCISCO 
UNDER AMERICAN DOMINATION. 


Alcalde Hyde turned over $2,912 to the treasurer in 1847; the sale of lots in the city brought 
in about $4,265; and about $2,000 was received by the clerks for licenses. But all this was 
expended by the council, and on May 2, 1848, the town was indebted to its treasurer over 
$300. Among those to whom payments were made were: Dr. T. M. Leavenworth, alcalde in 
1847-9; Thomas Kittleman, constable, who must have been kept busy, as there are several 
entries for his services; Jasper O’Farrel, appointed surveyor by the Government, who made 
the FIRST SURVEY OF SAN FRANCISCO, for which he received $300; Samuel Brannan, Mormon 
leader, publisher of the California Star; Andrew J. Grayson, alcalde’s clerk, afterwards a 
wealthy scientist; Daniel Stark, builder of the first schoolhouse; John Sullivan, hauling for 
the streets, later capitalist and banker, etc. The entries close on May 2, 1848, on account of 
the death of the treasurer, and a few days later the gold rush began.
